Josephine Wajcechauski’s 
Family, Husband and Lover 
Refuse to Bury Her. 


SHE WAS AN UNFAITHFUL WIFE. 


LEFT HOME WITH JACOB LEVI 
AND DIED IN THE CITY 
HOSPITAL.

TO BE BURIED AS A FAUPER. 


Husband Repudiated Her After Death, 
Brother Wasn’t Concerned, Lover 
Said ‘He Didn’t Owe Her 
Anything. 


Josephine Wajcechauski died at the City 
Hospital under the assumed name of Mamie 
Mueller. Though she hada husband, father 
and mother, brothers and’sisters, whom she 
deserted for a loWer, she will be-buried in 
the potter's fleld. 

All who loved her in life condemn her in 
death. Even the lover whom, on her dying 
bed she sent for, and who in the last in- 
terview was supposed by Dr. Sutter to be 
the dying woman's husband, refuses to take 
charge of the dead body. 

Six years ago, when she was Josephine 
Woytons, pretty, innocent, and 16, she lived 
with her parents on a farm in Franklin 
County, near Union, Mo. Adam. Wajcech- 
auski, son of a neighboring farmer, fell in 
love with Josephine and they were married. 

Shortly afterward they came to St. Louis. 
Adam obtained work as a laborer and Jose- 
phine was installed as mistress of the little 
home at 1223 North Tenth street. For a 
while they were happy. Three children 
were born to them, only,one of which lived. 

Early in May of this year Wajcechauski 
got a letter from hig’ wife’s parents in 
Franklin County. They wanted his assist- 
ance in making a crop this year. He was 
out of work, times wefe hard and he re- 
turned to the farm, leaving his wife and 
child at the Tenth street home. 

Few letters passed between the husband 
and wife. When the summer gardens opened

Everybody in the vicinity was too hor- 
rified to move.

One of the first to recover fr>-m the awfu] 
sight was William W. Cator, who lives at 
2926 Franklin avenue. He ran to the worran’s 
assistance and aided the conductor and 
motorman in removing Mrs. Procter from 
the fender. 

The woman was too badly frightened to 
give any account of it, but a neighboring 
physician said no bones were broken. She 
was badly shaken up h wver, and wil be 
confined to her room for severa: days. Her 
only fear is that the news of the tncident 
may reach her invalid husband and cause 
his unnecessary return. 

Mrs. Procter is about 50 years of age and 
has lost all her children by death. Mr. 
Procter is a pioneer in the salt fish trade 
and has been with the Trask Company since 
its establishment,

Levi accom- 
panied her, and he gave the name of Charlies 
Mueller and his address as 1820 North Grand 
avenue. 

Monday night the woman died. 


When Dr. Sutter saw the end was near he 
told her and asked who she wanted. She 
asked that-her husband, Charles Mueller, 
be sent for. He was with her when she 
died. 

Then Levi went to notify her relatives. 
Tuesday morning Adam Wajcechauski, her 
husband, Dave Waytus, her brother, and 
Frances Waytus, her sister, were at the 
hospital to investigate. They wanted 
Mueller or Levi punished. They said he 
was responsible for her death. Dr. Sutter 
told them there was no criminal operation 
and it was not a Coroner’s case. 

Wajcechauski said he would not bury the 
body. “She wasa bad wife,”’ he said, “and 
deserted me. Now let the man bury her 
who stole her” 

The brother said he had none too much 
money and would spend none of it in bury- 
ing his wayward sister.

RATCHFORD WILL BE THERE. 


SENATOR HANNA OFFERS ON BE- 
HALF OF MINE OWNERS TO 
END STRIKE AT ONCE 


LABOR CONVENTION'S VIEWS. 


Condemned Government by Injunction 
and Advised That Stern Measures 
Be Taken Unless the Strike 
is Over by Sept. 20. 


A meeting of the Executive Councfl of the 
United Mine Workers has been called to 
meet at Columbus, O.. Wednesday, to con- 
sider the setticment of the strike. 

President Ratchford admits this is true, 
but declines to give any particulars. 

It is learned, however, that a telegram 
has been received from a Mr. Young, repre- 
senting Senator Hanna, offering in behalf of 
the mine owners to settle on a basis of 
from & to 68 cente. 

This, it is thought, may end the strike in 
a few days. 

It is said the new figure has been accept- 
ed by all but one operator in the Pittsburg 
district, and it is understood the proposi- 
tion has been approved by President Ratch- 
ford and other members of the executive 
committee of the United Mine Workers. 

It is expected that the single operator atill 
holding out will be finally induced to yield, 
and that the great strike will thus be 
brought to a speedy and peaceful close. 


The labor convention at Masonic Hall 
| Tuesday morning debated at length a re- 
port from the Committee on Resolutions 
and Plans of Action concerning the fyture 
[course of thé miners* strike. 

The report set apart Friday, Sept. 3, as 
a day on which all labor organizations and 
their friends shall contribute to the relief 
of the miners. It further declared that if 
the strike be not ended by Sept. 20 a mass 
convention be held at Chicago, Sept. 27, to

THE NEW BICYCLE ORDINANCE 


City Counselor Marshall Says He Will 
Build It to Stick. 


City Counselor Marshall is studying bicy- 
cle laws and thinks by Friday he will 
have prepared an ordinance that will regu- 


late wheeling. 

When the House Legislation Committee 
submitted the several bicycle billa to Mr. 
Marshall ten days ago he pronounced the 
Post-Dispatch ordinance the only legal one 
in the batch, and it was recommended by 
the committee for passage. In the mean- 
time opponents of the bill had a biil intro- 
duced to include all vehicles, and finally 
the committee concluded to refer the whoie 
matter to the Counselor. 

Mr. Marshal! said Tuesday that his ordi- 
nance would be strict and specific as to Di- 
cycies, and that he would recommend a 
speed not to exceed six miles an hour east 
of Jefferson avenue, and not over twelve 
miles an hour west of that line. 

Each wheelman will be required to have 
a lighted lamp and a gong on his wheel, 
and will be compelled to observe the law 
of travel just as other vehicles. They will 
not be allowed to ride abreast on the streets 
and boulevards. 

As to the other vehicles Mr. Marshall 
eays his ordinance will compel all to carry 
lamps at night except the heavy wagens 
that haul merchandise. Wagons of this 
class are seldom on the streets after dark 
and do not need lights. 

The penalties for violating the ordinance 
will be the ordinary ones for misdemeanors.

LIKE MEDIAEVAL CRUELTIES. 


Iimbs of Pacificos Seared With Hot 
Iron to Force Confessions of 
Complicity With the Cu- 

ban Insurgents. ,;

NPW YORK, Aug. 81.—Gen. Weryler, tn 
issuing a recent pronounciamento declaring 
that three of the Cuban provinces were pac: 
fied, ordered that all pacificos who had been 
hel4 tn durance as suspects should be re- 
leased. This order gave freedom to thirty- 
four young Cubans, among others, who had 
been prisoners for two and one-half years 
at the Spanish penal colony of Ceuta, on 
the coast of Morocco. They were taken 
across the strait to Gibraltar and left there 
penniless. Jose Prinelles of this city, pro- 
vided with a subsoription fund, has just re- 
turned here with fifteen of the released 
pacificos, this being as many ag the fund 
enabled him to pay passage for. The re- 
maining nineteen are sp] in Gibraltar, some 
with friends, and all getting food and shel- 
ter as best they oan. Those who have 
reached here are: Arturo Prinelles, 2a 
brother of Jose, and nephew of the late Gen. 
Agramento; P. Gonalez, a son of the late 
Gon. Cecilo; G. Campos, A. Herrera, M. 
Ilviaz, A. de Feria, a nephew of the Cuban 
brigadier of the same name; P. Sandova’, P. 
‘“aseres, 5S. Noa, R. Casanova, J. Cardenas, 

Marique 5. Valdez, N. Pospinosa a R. 
Barrios. They all came in the steerage 
of the steamship Katser Wilhelm IT. 

None of them, Mr. Prinelies said, had ever 
been allowed a trial or hearing, and, being 
all suspects, they were not subjected to 
the full rigor of prison discipline at Ceuta. 
They were, in fact, allowed the liberty of 
the town, but they found it desirable to 
avo'd enoounters with Spanish soldiers or 
officials, as the meeting in the street gener- 
ally resulted in their being insulted or being 
knocked about. They bad to return to the 
prison, or castie, as it is called, at a cer- 
tain hour in the evening and be locked up 
for the night. They were fed on beans, on- 
jons and very bad meat—generally tainted. 
There were over 400 men in the prison, and 
many of them were sick, but If one com- 
plained he was confined to a cell and denied 
medical attendance, instead of being sent 
to the hospital. 

The prison they describe as being filthy. 
No atiention was paid to sanitary condi- 
tions. The cells were gloomy, damp holes, 

sungent with musty filth that incrusted the 
ey f the mortality in the prison, the 
pacificos knew nothing. ‘They thought of 
the place ever as they had known !t—with 
horror—and Mr. Prinelles said that they did 
not like to recall it. They were satisfied to 
be free. 

Casanova was found with friends in the 
Cuban quarter of the city last night. He was 
one of seven, who, whon first arrested, were 
sent to the Isle of Pines. Diaz, Gonzales and 
Cardenas were with him. They made a des- 
porate attempt ‘o esoape and for four days 
eluded their guards. They had no food and 
little water, and were finally captured and 
returned to prison, where they were flogged. 
At the end of six months they wtre 
taken to Havana and with four others 
piaced on a traneport ship. They were 
manacied and confined to a ema)! com- 
partinent between decks during the seven- 
teen daye’ vovage to Ceuta. Arturo Prin- 
elles’ father and mother were arrested at 
the same time he wag, but they were sub- 
seguentiy released. He has a brother in the 
fleld and that was his offense. 

Campos was a cigarmaker. He was ar- 
rested on suepicton four times, the last time 
at his home, near Ha vane. Two brothers and 
@ grandfather were driven from the house 
ai the same time, and their property was 
selzed., Sandoval was arrested at Gabriel 
and hig hands were burned with red hot 
irons to make him implicate Campos with 
me seveeatsen.

Two Men Shot on Suspicion of Being 
Anarchists. 


HAVANA, Aug. 21.—Augusto Ariza, a Cu- 
ban, and Bernando Pasada, a Portuguese, 
were shot by policemen in the streets of 
this city recently. They had just arrived 


from Mexico. No reason was given a the 
police for the assassination, but it Is 
thought that General Weyler, who lives in 
constant fear of being killed, suspected 
them of being anarchists. Ariza had letters 
of introduction from the Brazilan Consul in 
Mexico to a prominent provision dealer here. 
After landing, Ariza took breakfast and 
then started to present his letter of intro- 
duction. Ags he left his friend's store he 
Was arrested. Pasada was arrested in the 
street. Both were carried to the city jail 
and kept incommunicado until nearly m!d- 
nen, ot Inspector of Police Cuevas with four 
policemen then took the prisoners from 
their cells, marched them to Carro and de- 
liberately shot each of them in the back. 
The presence of a dead cart in the imme- 
diate vicinity showed that the murder had 
been planned. 


THE ELECTION OF A PRESIDENT. 


The Cuban Convention Meets at Cama- 
guay Sept. 2. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Thomas Estrada 
Palma, representaiive of the Cuban Pro- 
visional Government, has received the offi- 
cial list of deputies to the next Cuban Con- 


stituent Assembly, which ts to meet in Cam- 
aguay Sept. 2 to elect a new President, the 
office of the present incumbent expiring on 
Thursday. The Assembly will also revise the 
present provincial constitution, which was 
adopted for a term of two years on Sept. 18,

MORE FIGHTING IN CUBA. 


Small Parties of Insurgents Surprised 
and Defeated. 


HAVANA, Aug. 31.—Gen. Linares, in the 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, has been 6n- 
gaged with an Insurgent force. The enemy 
lost two men killed and the troops lost 


thirteen men killed, including two captains. 
The horse of Gen. Linares was struck by 
two bullets and killed. . 

A Spanish column, consisting of 1,200 men 
of all arms, under the command of Gen. 
Luque and Col, Solomaier, recently left Hol- 
guin, Province of Santiago de Cuba, with 
the intention of attacking an insurgent force 
which oceupied a strongly fortified position 
at Sabana de Becorro. The troops camped 
nine miles from the enemy’s position with- 
out being observed, and during the night the 
Spanish commander ordered two guerrilla 
companies and three companies of Spanish 
infantry to surprise the enemy. The Span- 
ish forces approached close to the insurgent 
camp and then rushed upon it, under a heavy 
fire from two sides, and captured it. 

The insurgents were completely taken by 
surprise and fled 'n disorder, with the loss 
of sixty men killed, according to the official 
report, and carried away their wounded. 

The tnsurgent Gen. Estrada is said to 
have been wounded !n both legs.

RUSSELLVILLE, Ark., Aug. 31.—The as 
sassination of Capt. B. F. Taylor and Joe 
Dodson, Deputy United States Marshals, 
briefly telegraphed the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday, was accompanied by thrilling in- 
cidents and was more serious than at first

In 1892 a steamboat was built for the es- 
pecial purpose of marketing the .crops 
throughout these counties. A number of 
trips were made and ample business. se- 
cured. The boat, however, drew such a 
depth of water as to unfit it for Missouri 
River navigation. On three or four occa- 
sions craft have been brought from Kan-| 
sas City and St. Louis to engage in the 
trade. They were open to the same objec- 
tion as their predecessor. Much of the trip 
Was accomplished by sparring over bars. 
Fuel was expensive and the experiment be- 
gan to be regarded with disfavor even by 
those most interested in its success. 


Onee atrial was made with a gasoline 
boat. It was a tiny affair, equipped with 
a stationary engine connected with the ma- 
chinery by a belt. In damp weather this 
belt was so loose that it slipped; in dry it 
was too tight; at all times much power was 
lost. The boiler was little larger than a 
tea-kettle and the boat had heard work 
holding its own against the current. Final- 
ly the attempt was abandoned in disgust. 

Early this season H. A. Kinney, an ex- 
perienced gasoline engineer, suggested the 
establishment of a line of gasoline packet 
boats equipped with the Sinz marine engine. 
He succeeded in enlisting the co-opération 
of a number of leading merchants and the 
construction of three boats was commenced. 
They will be completed and placed in com- 
mission the first of next month.

Let him consider to what consequences 
such a policy might lead. 
- If personal support is the sole test of a 
candidate’s qualifications, the accidents of 
friendship and the chances of political 
guesswork are the determining elements 
in the public service. The claim of the 
shrewd rascal] may overthrow all consid- 
erations of honesty and efficiency in pub- 
lic office. It places a card in the hands 
of the political gambler which may enable 
him to win political prizes against the 
whole weight of public interests and of- 
ficial obligations. The public service may 
be the sport of chance and cunning. 

The reasoning which would place such 
aman as Brady in public office simply 
because he advocated the nomination of 
the Governor is so false and pernicious 
that the mere suggestion of it is astound- 
ing. The Governor is absolved from 
pledges or obligations of personal friend- 
ship or political service when fidelity to 
them requires the degradation of the 
public service by the appointment of unfit 
men to office.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—There is some- 
thing extremely revolting in the prostituting 
of an image of an angel to the base use of 
burglars, but that is only one of the (fea- 
tures in the murder of the o]d sexton in| the 
Most Holy Trinity Church in Brooklyn, |told 
of in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

Chief of Detectives Jas. Reynolds, of 
Brooklyn and fifty policemen are hunting 
the murdererg of aged George Stulze, and 


a half-dozen arrests have ‘been made. The 
motive for the crime became apparent when 
it Was discovered that in addition to taking 
the old man’s watch and money the mur- 
derers had looted one of the poor boxes. 
There are two of these in the vestibule of 
the church. They were cast-iron cylinders 
about three inches in diameter and three 
feet high. which penetrated the floor into 
the basement. here were caps on the 
lower end of these cylinders with Yale 
locks, and to empty them the sexton had to 
climb to the basement ceiling on a step- 
ladder and unlock the caps. 

Two of the former pastors of the church 
are buried in the basement and over their 
tombs are marble tablets set im the waii. 
There is a rail before the tomb and a prayer 
bench where many of the congregation 
kneel] to offer up supplication for the re- 
pose of their souls. o figures of angels 
guard the sepulchers on either hand. To 
raise the lids of the poor boxes, the thieves 
had stood the prayer bench up endwise in 
the corners. One of the angels had been 

laced beside it and by age from the 

nees to a wing and from the wing to the 
crown of the head, the upper end of the 
bench, about fqur feet from the ceiling, had 
been reached.” The unprotected cup had 
noon removed, emptied and thrown upon the 
oor.

UNDERGROUND TROLLEY. 


The New Device Will Be Put in Opera- 
tion in New York. | 


NEW YORK, Aug. 81.—The Metropolitan | 
Street Rallway Co., operating 2300 miles of 
road, w!ll proceed to put in the underground 
trolley system on all their Knes. Experi- 
ments have shown that the new system can 
be operated successfully. 

Once established, the new system is said 
to be much cheaper than the cable and 
considerably less than the overhead trolley. 
A rough estimate of the cost of introduc- 
ing the underground geystem in cities in 
which the conditions are more favorable 
than in New York was made by the en- 
gineer, who said that the work might be 
done for $100,000 a mile. 

The underground trolley. in general ap- 
pearance, differs but slightly from the 
cable. There is the same sort of slot ar- 
rangement between the~“tracks and the 
power is caught up from the wires in the 
conduit by a drop, corresponding to the 
overhead trolley pole.

Judge Vincent obtained 
the ear of the court at the beginning of 
proceedings, and said the indictment, which 
contains twelve counts, does not state the 
manner of Mrs. Luetgert’s death. 

The first counts, the attorney said, allege 
that she was drowned in a vat containing 
water and caustic soda or potash. The 
seventh count charges that she was struck 
and knocked down by some blunt instru- 
ment; the eighth alleges the striking and 
instant killing of the woman; the ninth 
count alleges striking her with some dead- 
ly instrument or bit; the tenth charges that 
she was stabbed with a knife; the eleventh 
says she was cooked and her life thus ta- 
ken, and the twelfth and last alleges that 


life was taken by some means unknown.

The new City Hall Commission will be 
asked to provide a suitable location in Wash- 
ington Square for the Grant monument that 
stands on Twelfth street midway between 
Olive and Locust.

Dingley’s Bill Dictated by Trusts and 
Will Be Unsatisfactory—The 
Monetary Conference a Failure. 


Francis Marion Cockrell, United States 
Senator for Missouri, arrived at the Plan- 
ters’ Tuesday morning. He is en roule to 
his home in Warrensburg, where he will re- 
main during September and October, in 
order, as he says, to rest a bit from the 
prolonged extra session of Congress and 
prepare for the regular session which be- 
gins the first Monday tn December. 

The Senator ts in splendid health and 4de- 
clares he never felt better in his life. He 
has enero from the arduous 
work of th campaign, which, he says, 
was the flercest he ever passed through. 

When asked his opinion of the Dingley 
tariff law, Senator Cockrell sald: 


“It will not prove satisfactory to the peo- 


ple. It was made in the interests of the 
trusts, dictated by the trusts and is there- 
fore a trust tariff. How could it meet with 
popular approval? 

I estimate there will be no deficit in the 
pubtie revenues before the first of next July. 

he surplus of moneys on hand and the in- 
creased receipts by the tariff will at least 
a the Government to that date. How 
much farther will depend upon the !impor- 
tations, which have been very large in view 
of the tariff measures that were sending. 
For instance, we have received heavy con- 
signments of wool. 

“It Is impossible to say now what the 
general effect of the tariff act will be. 
There is no manifest increase in prices as 
yet, but no man can foresee the result of 
&@ law that affects the commerce of ° 
whole world.”’ 

“What do you think of dollar wheat?” 
the Senator was gesked. 

I think it was a fortunate thing that the 
increase in the price of wheat came before 
the farmers had disposed of their supplies. 
It will be especially good for the raisers 
of epring wheat. I don’t know how many 
of the Missouri farmers had wheat on hand 
when the price touched the top, but I hope 
they all did.”’ 

*\What has the Monetary Conference Com- 
mittee accomplished abroad?’ 
ts Nothing,” said the . Senator, wearily. 
Not a single thing. I did not suppose it 

would. I expected nothing from it. You 
cannot get a solution of the financial ques- 
tion by international agreement. It’s al 
nonsense to talk about such a thing. Ev- 
ery nation of the earth ie for itself, and 
eath adjusts itself to conditions established 
py the others. e-only way is for the 
nited States to fix its ménetary policy in- 
dependently of any other country.”’
